Hurricane season starting 
with high US, Caribbean 
risk 


Mladic arrives in the 
Netherlands to face 
war crimes 


MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - The 
Atlantic hurricane season 
kicks off today with elevated 
threats to the United States 
and nations around the 
Caribbean, the latest forecasts 
show. 

The season officially be¬ 
gins June 1 and runs to No¬ 
vember 30, and will feature 
atmospheric conditions which 
experts predict will lead to 
formation of 12 to 18 named 
tropical storms, of which six 
to 10 could become hurri¬ 
canes, according to the US 
National Oceanic and Atmos¬ 
pheric Administration. 

NOAA predicts between 
three and six major hurricanes 
of Category 3 intensity or 
higher on the five-level Saffir- 
Simpson hurricane wind scale. 

Skies were generally calm 
across the Atlantic yesterday 
, and NOAA and other mete¬ 
orological websites predicted

no drama in the opening days 
of the season. The peak At¬ 
lantic storm period is August 
to early October. 

This season is predicted to 
surpass the historical average 
of 11 tropical storms — which 
have winds between 39 and 73 
miles (63 to 117 kilometers) 
per hour — and six hurricanes, 
including two major Category 
3 hurricanes with sustained 
winds of 111 miles (178 km) 
per hour or greater, according 
to NOAA. 

According to an April 
study by experts at Colorado 
State University, chances of a 
major hurricane pounding US 
shores this year stand at 72 


percent, well above the aver¬ 
age of 52 percent. 

There is also a 61-percent 
chance that a major hurricane 
makes landfall in the 
Caribbean, according to the 
experts. 

With a total of 12 hurri¬ 
canes, the 2010 season left 
hundreds dead in floods and 
mudslides in Central America 
and the Caribbean, where they 
destroyed homes and infra¬ 
structure and devastated 
crops. 

The first tropical storm of 
the 2011 season will be named 
Arlene, according to US au¬ 
thorities, who use an A-to-Z 
system for naming storms. 


Shuttle Endeavour prepares 
for final glide home 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Former Bosnian 
Serb military chief Ratko 
Mladic arrived Tuesday at Rot¬ 
terdam airport in the Nether¬ 
lands on his way to The Hague 
to face war crimes charges, 
Dutch news agency ANP said. 

Images broadcast on Dutch 
television showed a plane with 
’’Republic of Serbia” inscribed 
on the side touch down at Rot¬ 
terdam and taxi to a hangar, 
followed by two black jeeps, 
to a waiting Dutch police heli¬ 
copter. 

Mladic has than been trans¬ 
ferred to the custody of the In¬ 
ternational Criminal Tribunal 
for the former Yugoslavia 
(ICTY) and taken to the UN 
detention unit in The Hague. 
There he joined his former 
Bosnian Serb political chief 
Radovan Karadzic, currently 
on trial. 

The prosecution has 


charged Mladic, head of the 
Bosnian Serb army, with geno¬ 
cide, persecution, extermina¬ 
tion, murder, deportation, 
inhumane acts and cruel treat¬ 
ment for his part in a plot to 
achieve the ’’elimination or 
permanent removal” of Mus¬ 
lims from large parts of Bosnia 
in pursuit of a ’’Greater Ser¬ 
bia”. 

He is accused of master¬ 
minding the 1995 Srebrenica 
massacre of about 8,000 Mus¬ 
lim men and boys, Europe’s 
worst atrocity since W.War II. 

He is also charged for his 
alleged role in the 44-month 
siege of the capital Sarajevo in 
which 10,000 people died. 

Earlier Tuesday, Serbian 
judges rejected Mladic’s ap¬ 
peal against a transfer to the 
UN-backed ICTY to stand trial 
for alleged atrocities commit¬ 
ted during the 1992-95 Bos¬ 
nian war. 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida 
(AFP) - US space shuttle En¬ 
deavour is scheduled to make 
its final landing early today, 
becoming the second Ameri¬ 
can shuttle to enter retirement 
as the program draws to a close 
after 30 years. 

The astronauts are wrap¬ 
ping up STS-134, a 16-day 
mission to the International 
Space Station, where they in¬ 
stalled a $2 billion physics ex¬ 
periment to probe the origins 
of the universe, and also con¬ 
ducted four spacewalks. 

The final flight by US shut¬ 
tle Atlantis is set for July 8, and 


NASA planned to send the 
shuttle rolling out to the launch 
pad one last time. 

The event will mark a 
major milestone toward the 
end of a three-decade program 
of human space flight and ex¬ 
ploration, and was expected to 
draw thousands of employees 
and media. 

After the shuttle era, the 
world’s astronauts will rely on 
Russia's space capsules for 
transit to the orbiting lab at a 
cost of $51 billion per seat 
until a new US crew vehicle 
can be built by private enter¬ 
prise.

Minister Hooyboer-Winklaar 
presents “The Green Gateway” 



Minister Hooyboer Winklaar explains the Green Gateway 


Educators, economists, local 
captains of industry, parlia¬ 
mentarians and entrepreneurs 
gathered at the Renaissance 
Convention Center in Oranjes- 
tad on Monday, May 30, for 
the official presentation from 
the Minister of Social and Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs and Culture, 
Michelle Hooyboer-Winklaar, 
of two official publications re¬ 
garding Aruba’s economic 
state at present, and the model 
for the next two years, called 
“The Green Gateway.” 

“The Green Gateway” is a 
mission and vision statement 
by Minister Hooyboer-Win¬ 
klaar explaining the methods 
and purpose of economic pol¬ 
icy through 2013. The smaller 
booklet, “Aruba Economic 
Outlook 2011” is a definitive 
examination of the global 
economy and the challenges it 
presents for Aruba, as well as 
including statistical informa¬ 
tion based on performance in 
various financial sectors and 
plans of the present adminis¬ 
tration to advance the econ¬ 
omy over the remains of this 
year. 

Minister Hooyboer-Win¬ 
klaar opened her address with 
a general examination of the 
macroeconomic performance 
of Aruba through the end of 
2010, which is encouraging 
compared to the region, and in 
certain factors, globally. 
Analysis by UNESCO census 
revealed out of 135 nations, 
Aruba is #26 in the Human 
Development Index, #7 in the 
world in newspaper circulation 
per capita, which is a striking 
statement regarding how well- 
informed is the general popu¬ 


lace on current affairs. Also of 
note is Aruba is #18 in popula¬ 
tion density, and #10 in the 
number of registered busi¬ 
nesses per capita, which

demonstrates their entrepre¬ 
neurial nature. 

A graph of Real Gross Do¬ 
mestic Performance was par¬ 
ticularly noteworthy, as it is a 


clear marker of events particu¬ 
larly impacting the island’s 
economy in a distinctly nega¬ 
tive way, and the minister felt 
ably demonstrates the re¬ 
silience of the people in over¬ 
coming these potential 
disasters to maintain general 
prosperity and economic 
growth. The graph lays out the 
percentage of growth com¬ 
pared to the previous year; it 
clearly marks the effects of 
events such as the closing of 
the Exxon Refinery in 1985, 
which should have had great 
negative impact on the GDP, 
but resulted in the drive to¬ 
wards developing the tourism 
industry and precipitated an 
enormous growth spurt. It also 
reveals the two singular events 
which had the greatest nega¬ 
tive effect on economic growth 
were the razing of the Twin 
Towers on 9/11 and the global 
financial meltdown in 2008; 
the first quarter of 2011 is fi¬ 
nally showing distinctive pos¬ 
itive growth after negative 
figures for 2009 and 2010. 

“Aruba’s resilience has 
been tested even right before 
its Status Aparte in 1985 with 
the closure of Exxon,” states 
Minister Hooyboer-Winklaar. 
“Once again, Aruba’s re¬ 
silience will be tested against a 
backdrop of an ever-changing 
global economy. Economic 
conditions in 2011 are very 
different compared to 1985; 
nevertheless, some of the same 
factors that contributed to suc¬ 
cess 25 years ago will be 
needed to redefine Aruba’s 
economic landscape...

TV, Internet harming protection of biodiversity: UN 


MANILA (AFP) - Young 
people's fascination with tel¬ 
evision, the Internet, video 
games and other electronic 
entertainment is making it 
more difficult to protect the 
world's biodiversity, a UN of¬ 
ficial warned Tuesday. 

Because many young peo¬ 
ple are urbanised and alien¬ 
ated from nature, they may 
not realise the value of pro¬ 
tecting natural ecosystems 
and species, said Ahmed 
Djoghlaf, the United Nations 




executive secretary on bio¬ 
logical diversity. 

"Our children are behind 


their computers, their SMS, 
their videogames, watching 
TV. They are living in a virtual 


world and we need to re-con¬ 
nect them with nature," Djogh¬ 
laf told a Southeast Asian 
biodiversity forum in Manila. 

"They don't see how a po¬ 
tato is grown. They just see 
potatoes at a shelf in the su¬ 
permarket." 

He cited surveys showing 
children in developed coun¬ 
tries spend 95 percent of their 
free time watching TV or on 
the computer, and only five 
percent outdoors. Another 
survey said 20 percent of 


American children had never 
climbed a tree, Djoghlaf said. 

Arguing that the lack of 
education was one of the 
biggest threats to preserving 
natural heritage, Djoghlaf 
cited a survey of Europe in 
2009 which found that 60 
percent of the population did 
not know the meaning of the 
word "biodiversity". 

"How can you protect some¬ 
thing you don't know? How can 
you protect something you've 
never seen?" he asked.

Can energy 
drinks really 
boost a 
person's 
energy? 

Most energy drinks contain 
large amounts of caffeine, 
which can provide a temporary 
energy boost. Some energy 
drinks contain sugar and other 
substances. The boost is short¬ 
lived, however, and may be ac¬ 
companied by other problems. 
For example, energy drinks 
that contain sugar may con¬ 
tribute to weight gain — and 
too much caffeine can lead to:

* Rapid heart beat 
Increased blood pressure 
Mixing energy drinks with al¬ 
cohol may be even more prob¬ 
lematic. Energy drinks can 
blunt the feeling of intoxica¬ 
tion, which may lead to heav¬ 
ier drinking and 

alcohol-related injuries. 

For most people, occasional 
energy drinks are fine. If 
you’re consistently fatigued or 
rundown, however, consider a 
better — and healthier — way 
to boost your energy.

The biggest change Aruba 
must embrace is the notion that 
more is not necessarily better. 
More hotels and casinos, more 
buildings, more automobiles... 
all will reach a point of dimin¬ 
ishing returns for our island.” 

It is examining these fig¬ 
ures and a thorough analysis of 
what is working, and what is 
not, which guides the ministry 
in devising an economic plan 
over the next few years. “The 
Green Gateway” is a play on 
words to some extent, as the 
present administration of the 
AVP political party is identi¬ 
fied by the color green, and 
projects to convert the island to 
being completely fueled by re¬ 
newable, or “green” energy 
sources is one of their main 


platforms. “Economies must 
continue to grow in order for 
countries to prosper,” Minister 
Hooyboer-Winklaar relates in 
her introduction to “The Green 
Gateway,” “albeit, growth that 
meets the needs of the physical 
and societal realities that exist. 
Ideally, we seek quality 
growth, a calculated and tem¬ 
pered growth that ultimately 
contributes far more than just 
a short-term blip on our GDP 
chart; one that sees not just 
ROI for the investor, but ROI 
for the society at large.”

for the various economic sec¬ 
tors that they believe will make 
it reality. Some are conceptual, 
but details of AVP’s restructur¬ 
ing of island bureaucracy and 
projects for the immediate fu¬ 
ture to facilitate this goal are 
also detailed. This 32 page 
booklet, aimed at attracting 
partners in the island’s devel¬ 
opment, and assisting residents 
in understanding the Ministry’s

Europe shuts out Spanish vegetables 


Obama nominates new 
commerce secretary 


WASHINGTON (AFP)- Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama Tuesday 
picked businessman John 
Bryson to serve as commerce 
secretary, seeking to further 
soothe testy ties with the pri¬ 
vate sector and spark export- 
led jobs growth. 

Obama said in a statement 
ahead of an on-camera an¬ 
nouncement, that Bryson, the 
former head of Edison Interna¬ 
tional, a leading energy firm 
’’understands what it takes for 
America to succeed in a 21 st 
century global economy.” 

The White House said 
Bryson, who is also an envi¬ 
ronmental advocate after help¬ 
ing to form the Natural 
Resources Defense Council, 
had the ability to promote job 
creation, economic growth and 
sustainable development. 

Bryson, who needs to be 


confirmed by the Senate, 
would replace Commerce Sec¬ 
retary Gary Locke, the Chi- 
nese-American former 

Washington state governor 
whom Obama has nominated 
to be the next US ambassador 
to China. 

Bryson, a director of Boe¬ 
ing and the Walt Disney Com¬ 
pany, would also seek to offer 
’’valuable ideas and initiatives 
to strengthen America's com¬ 
petitiveness around the world” 
as Obama seeks to double US 
exports in the next four years. 

The appointment of 
Bryson, a graduate of Stanford 
University and Yale law 
school, may be seen by ana¬ 
lysts as another effort by 
Obama to court the private 
sector after a rocky relation¬ 
ship with corporate America 
early in his term. 


MADRID, Spain (AFP) - 
Spanish fruit and vegetable 
sales have halted across 
nearly all Europe because of 
a fatal E.coli outbreak 
blamed on its cucumbers, the 
industry's export federation 
said yesterday. 

The impact had spread and 
was inflicting estimated 
losses of 200 million euros 
($290 million) a week, said 
the Spanish fruit and vege¬ 
table producer-exporter fed¬ 
eration, FEPEX. 

Asked which countries 
had stopped buying Spanish 
produce, FEPEX president 
Jorge Brotons told a news 
conference: "Almost all Eu¬ 
rope. There is a domino effect 
on all vegetables and fruits. A 
psychosis has been created.” 

German authorities said 
they detected the potentially 
dangerous bacteria on or¬ 
ganic cucumbers imported 
from two producers in south¬ 
ern Spain's Andalucia region. 

"Orders are plunging 
daily,” Brotons said. 

"It is as if an order had 
gone out across Europe not to 
buy Spanish produce,” he 
added. "Every week we are 
throwing out hundreds of 
tons of produce.” 

With no alternative mar¬ 


kets, "it could lead to the ruin 
of the industry,” Brotons said. 

Exports of vegetables, es¬ 
pecially cucumbers, peppers, 
lettuce, and tomatoes, had 
plunged but fruit exports had 
also been affected, said the 
federation's director general, 
Jose Maria Pozancos. 

"There are Germany su¬ 
permarkets now that put out a 
sign saying: 'No Spanish pro¬ 
duce sold here',” Pozancos 
said. "The problem does not 
come from us, it comes from 
where the bacteria were de¬ 
tected in Germany. 

Pozancos estimated there 
were 150,000 tons of unsold 
produce a week and he de¬ 
manded compensation for the 
industry at market prices. 

It was up to Germany to 
resolve the problem and to re¬ 
store the Spanish industry's 
image, he said. 

Of 9.4 million tons of 
Spanish fruit and vegetables 
exported in 2010, the biggest 
share, 24 percent, went to 
Germany, according to the 
producers' federation. 

The outbreak of E.coli 
bacteria poisoning erupted 
more than two weeks ago, 
sickening hundreds and 
killing 15 people — 14 in Ger¬ 
many and one in Sweden 


who was believed to have 
been infected in Germany. 

In Spain, a 40-year-old 
man who recently returned 
from Germany was in inten¬ 
sive care in northern San Se¬ 
bastian with a possible E.coli 
infection, yet to be confirmed 
with tests. 

Madrid rejects any blame 
for the outbreak. 

The government says 
there have been no infections 
in Spain and argues there is 
no evidence the infection 
comes from the cucumbers' 
origin in Spain rather than in 
later handling elsewhere. 

Agricultural Minister Rosa 
Aguilar complained Germany 
had pointed to Spain as the 
origin "without having reli¬ 
able data” during a meeting of 
EU agricultural ministers in 
Debrecen, Hungary. 

The Andalucian region 
says suspect cucumber 
batches from the two distri¬ 
butors in Almeria and Malaga 
have been withdrawn pend¬ 
ing soil, water and produce 
tests, with results due today. 

Samples from suspect 
batches were sent to a labora¬ 
tory in the northwest 
province of Galicia for test¬ 
ing 


Mystery explosives 
rattle Ikea stores in 
Europe 


BRUSSELS,Belgium (AFP) - 
Police scrambled for clues 
Tuesday after booby-trapped 
packages exploded at three 
Ikea stores in Belgium, France 
and the Netherlands, with no 
one claiming responsibility for 
the acts. 

The light explosives deto¬ 
nated at the Swedish furniture 
chain's stores in the Belgian 
city of Ghent, near Lille in 
northern France and Eind¬ 
hoven in the Netherlands, 
without causing damage or in¬ 
juries. 

"We are looking at all pos¬ 
sible leads. We don't know who 
is behind this, nor why,” the 


spokeswoman for the Ghent 
prosecutor's office, An Schoon- 
jans, told AFP, adding that the 
store had not received any prior 
warning. 

The Ikea premises in Ghent 
was evacuated after two small 
explosions took place almost 
simultaneously inside the store 
before closing time. An em¬ 
ployee and a security agent 
complained of ear aches. 

The devices were triggered 
by old mechanical alarm clocks 
that were attached to the explo¬ 
sives. Similar clocks, which are 
not sold at Ikea, were used near 
Lille and Eindhoven, said a 
Ghent police spokesman.

Hackers attack PBS, post fake 
'Tupac still alive' story 


WASHINGTON - Hackers 
attacked the website for 
broadcaster PBS, posting a 
fake story late Sunday that 
dead rapper Tupac Shakur 
was ’’alive and well,” accord¬ 
ing to reports. 

The group Lulz Boat 
claimed responsibility and 
also posted what it said was 
username and password in¬ 
formation for PBS staff and 
other internal information 
about the company on its 
Twitter page. 


It said in a Twitter mes¬ 
sage that the attack was in re¬ 
sponse to a Frontline 
documentary, called ’’Wiki- 
Secrets,” about the leaking of 
U.S. government secrets to 
the WikiLeaks website, its 
founder Julian Assange and 
the alleged leaker, former 
army intelligence officer 
Bradley Manning. 

On May 27, WikiLeaks 
described the program as a 
’’smear” in a Twitter mes¬ 
sage.

AIDS claimed celebrity victims, 
but stars lead fight 


Damn! Aussies to be 

fined for swearing 



LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - AIDS claimed a string 
of celebrity victims in its early 
days, from Rock Hudson to 
Freddie Mercury, but fellow 
stars have played a major role 
in fighting the killer disease 
over the years since. 

Elton John and Elizabeth 
Taylor were among leading 
figures who used their 
celebrity from the start to raise 
awareness and funds for re¬ 
search into HIV, as well as re¬ 
ducing the stigma of what was 
initially seen as a "gay 
plague." 

Retired basketball player 
Magic Johnson has cam¬ 
paigned tirelessly since an¬ 
nouncing in 1991 that he had 
contracted HIV, while pop 
icon Michael Jackson, a friend 
of Taylor's, was also a strong 
supporter before his death in 
2009. 

Elton John's "White Tie and 
Tiara Ball" has become an an¬ 
nual star-studded fixture or¬ 
ganized with his partner David 
Furnish since 1999 to raise 
funds for his Elton Joects in 55 
countries since it was founded 
in 1992. 


"Both Elton and David are 
absolutely passionate about the 
work of the Foundation. They 
are on the phone weekly get¬ 
ting updates ... and discussing 
stategy," said Anne Aslett, boss 
of EJAF's British arm. 

"Celebrities can speak per¬ 
sonally and emotionally ... 
This means their influence can 
be enormous," she told AFP, 
citing the impact of others in¬ 
cluding the late Princess 
Diana, Whoopi Goldberg and 
Sharon Stone. 

The first major celebrity 
victim was Hudson, whose ad¬ 
mission that he was suffering 
from HIV in the early 1980s 
helped raise the profile of the 
disease. He died in 1985, aged 
59. 

Flamboyant US entertainer 
Liberace died in 1987 fol¬ 
lowed in 1990 by Scottish 
"Chariots of Fire" actor Ian 
Charleson and New York artist 
Keith Haring, who was only 
31 when he died. 

Queen frontman Mercury 
died the following year, per¬ 
haps the first high-profile pop 
star to succumb publicly to the 
disease. Jacques Morali, cre¬ 


ator of camp music icons the 
Village People, died the same 
year. 

Also in 1991 Oscar-win¬ 
ning British director Tony 
Richardson died, while Magic 
Johnson announced he was 
HIV positive, retired immedi¬ 
ately and dedicated his life to 
fighting the deadly disease. 

In 1992 "Psycho" actor An¬ 
thony Perkins, Britain's Den¬ 
holm Elliott and sci-fi writer 
Isaac Asimov all died, fol¬ 
lowed by tennis star Arthur 
Ashe and ballet dancer Rudolf 
Nureyev in 1993. 

The list of high profile 
AIDS victims has tailed off as 
awareness grew and more ef¬ 
fective treatments were intro¬ 
duced — at least in rich 
developed countries — but 
celebrity campaigners kept 
fighting. 

"In the world of AIDS ad¬ 
vocacy, Elton is seen less as a 
celebrity and more as one of 
the real leaders in the fight," 
said Drew Altman of the 
Kaiser Family Foundation, one 
of dozens of groups backed by 
Elton John's Foundation. 


MELBOURNE, Australia 
(AFP) - Australians may have 
a love of plain speaking but 
new laws are set to curtail 
some of their more colourful 
language with police issuing 
on-the-spot fines for obnox¬ 
ious swearing. 

The country's second most 
populous state Victoria is due 
to approve new legislation this 
week under which police will 
be able to slap fines of up to 
Aus$240 (US$257) on people 
using offensive words or 
phrases. 

Victorian Attorney-General 
Robert Clark said the penal¬ 
ties, similar to those issued for 
speeding or parking illegally, 
would free up police time. 


"This will give the police 
the tools they need to be able 
to act against this sort of ob¬ 
noxious behaviour on the spot, 
rather than having to drag of¬ 
fenders off to court and take up 
time and money in proceed¬ 
ings," he said. 

But even the state's top 
lawyer admitted to swearing 
sometimes. 

"Occasionally I mutter 
things under my breath as 
probably everybody does," he 
told ABC radio. 

"But this law is not targeted 
at that, it's targeted at the sort 
of obnoxious, offensive behav¬ 
iour in public that makes life 
unpleasant for everybody 
else."

Federer braced for 
Djokovic, as Murray 
soldiers on 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Roger 
Federer set up a mouth-water¬ 
ing French Open semi-final 
showdown with high-flying 
Novak Djokovic after an un¬ 
tidy straight sets victory over 
Gael Monfils. 

Federer, the 2009 cham¬ 
pion, is still to drop a set at this 
year’s tournament, but in 
Djokovic he faces an opponent 
who is just one win short of 
John McEnroe’s 1984 record 
of 42 matches unbeaten at the 
start of a season. 

Second-seeded Djokovic 
will also take over from de¬ 
fending champion Rafael 
Nadal as world number one if 
he prevails against Federer on 
Friday, having beaten the great 
Swiss in their last three en¬ 
counters. 

"I’m very happy to be in the 
semi-finals,” said Federer, 
after beating ninth seed Mon- 
fils 6-4, 6-3, 7-6 (7/3) in a 
scrappy, wind-affected match 
that featured an astonishing 95 
unforced errors from both 
players. 

Federer, the third seed, 
made an uncertain start amid 
windy, overcast conditions on 
Court Philippe Chatrier and 
was broken to love in his sec¬ 
ond service game. 

The Swiss broke back im¬ 
mediately, however, thanks to 
a perfectly judged backhand 
drop shot that bit and died in 
the dust, before obliging Mon¬ 
fils to fight off three break 
points in the eighth game. 

Seeded outside the top two 
at a Grand Slam for the first 
time since Wimbledon in 2003, 
Federer brought up two set 
points on Monfils’ serve 
shortly afterwards and then 
clinched the first set when the 
world number nine put a fore¬ 


hand wide. 

Following an exchange of 
breaks in the second set, Fed¬ 
erer broke for a 4-2 lead when 
Monfils double-faulted, 
prompting the Frenchman to 
fling his racquet to the ground 
in disgust. 

Both men were culpable of 
some dismal shot-making, but 
it did not prevent Federer from 
closing out the set when a 
stretching Monfils sent a back¬ 
hand long. 

Monfils saved three break 
points at 4-4 in the third set 
and two at 5-5, but swiftly fell 

6- 1 down in the ensuing tie- 
break and was finally beaten 
when Federer thrashed a fore¬ 
hand winner down the line. 

Earlier, British fourth seed 
Andy Murray clawed his way 
into the quarter-finals with a 
courageous 4-6, 4-6, 6-3, 6-2, 

7- 5 defeat of Serbian 15th seed 
Victor Troicki. 

Nursing a right ankle injury 
that had threatened his partici¬ 
pation in the tournament, Mur¬ 
ray had had to fight back from 
two sets and a break down to 
level the match before play 
was suspended amid fading 
light on Monday. 

Troicki took control of the 
deciding set on Tuesday, open¬ 
ing up a 5-2 lead despite a 
bizarre incident that saw a ball 
boy mistakenly run onto the 
court just as the Serbian was 
dispatching an overhead smash 
past his opponent. 

The world number 15 was 
within two points of the last 
eight at 5-3 and 30-0 up on his 
serve, but Murray demon¬ 
strated extraordinary powers of 
recovery to storm back and 
complete a remarkable turn¬ 
around in just under four 
hours.

Indy 500 worth $2.6 
min for Wheldon 


Canucks to battle Bruins 
for Stanley Cup title 


INDIANAPOLIS, Indiana 
(AFP) - Dan Wheldon re¬ 
ceived $2,567,255 for win¬ 
ning the Indianapolis 500, 
which might come in handy 
for the English driver who 
calls himself’’unemployed”. 

Wheldon won the 100th 
anniversary edition of the 
Indy 500 on Sunday in dra¬ 
matic style, when leader J.R. 
Hildebrand crashed in the 
final turn of the final lap. 

Wheldon, who started 
sixth, became just the 18th 
driver to win the race at least 
twice. 

He also triumphed in 2005 
on his way to a series driver’s 
title. Wheldon has six top- 
four finishes in nine career 
Indianapolis 500 starts, in¬ 
cluding his runner-up finishes 
the past two years. 

Hildebrand, a rookie who 
could only rue his last-minute 
mistake, won $1,064,895 for 
finishing second. 

The total purse was 
$13,509,485 and the prizes 
were handed out on Monday 
evening at the Indianapolis 
500 victory celebration. 

Earlier in the day, Whel¬ 
don took a victory tour at the 


Indianapolis Motor Speed¬ 
way. 

”I’m unemployed. I’m un¬ 
employed,” said Wheldon, 
who doesn’t have a full-time 
IndyCar ride and was driving 
for Bryan Herta in the Indy 
500 as a one-off. 

”I’m sure Bryan will do 
everything he can to keep me 
in a race car, but Bryan is an 
astute businessman, too,” 
added Wheldon, who knows 
his lack of sponsorship hin¬ 
ders his chances of landing 
with a team. 

Herta, who hasn’t fielded a 
car full-time this season, had 
hoped running at America’s 
most famous motor race 
would help him build toward 
a full season in 2012. 

He said Wheldon’s tri¬ 
umph had already attracted 
some attention from busi¬ 
nesses, and could speed up 
the timeline. 

”1 think there could be 
some opportunities created 
for us to continue,” Herta 
said. ’’I'm sure that Dan will 
get some opportunities, and 
my hope is we’ll be able to 
work together later this year.” 


VANCOUVER, Canada 
(AFP) - The Vancouver 
Canucks will try to bring the 
Stanley Cup home to a Cana¬ 
dian team for the first time 
since 1993 when they face 
Boston in the National Hockey 
League Finals starting today. 

Not since the 1993 Mon¬ 
treal Canadiens has a Cana¬ 
dian-based club captured the 
trophy, with four different 
clubs having reached the best- 
of-seven championship series 
since then only to fall at the 
finish to United States rivals. 

The Canucks missed out 
in 1994, losing the finals in 
seven games to the New York 
Rangers, who had not won 
the crown since 1940. Van¬ 
couver's only other NHL final 
appearance was in 1982 
when they were swept by the 
New York Islanders. 

”To go to the Stanley Cup 
Final is a dream come true,” 
Canucks defenceman Kevin 
Bieksa said. ”Our core has 
been here for seven or eight 
years working toward some¬ 
thing special and we have a 
huge opportunity.” 

Calgary lost the 2004 finals 
to Tampa Bay in seven games 



and after the 2005 was lost in 
a contract dispute between 
players and club owners, Ed¬ 
monton lost the 2006 final to 
Carolina and Ottawa dropped 
the 2007 final to Anaheim. 

As well as having a home- 
ice edge after leading the 
league in points this season, 
history is on the side of the 
Canucks claiming their first 
NHL title in their 40th season 
after Vancouver hosted last 
year's Winter Olympics. 

After Montreal hosted the 
1976 Summer Olympics, 
Montreal won the 1997 Stan¬ 
ley Cup Final and after Cal¬ 
gary hosted the 1988 Winter 
Olympics, the Calgary Flames 
won the Cup the next year. 


The Bruins have not 
claimed the Cup since 1972, 
having lost in the finals to 
Philadelphia in 1974, Mon¬ 
treal in 1977 and 1978 and 
Edmonton in 1988 and 1990. 

The Bruins defeated the 
Canucks 3-1 last February in 
Vancouver just after the 
Olympics in their only regu¬ 
lar-season meeting, with Van- 
couvernative Milan Lucie 
scoring a goal and assisting 
on two others for the Bruins. 

Boston goaltender Tim 
Thomas, 12-6 in the playoffs, 
made 27 saves while Vancou¬ 
ver netminder Roberto Lu- 
ongo stopped 22 shots in that 
meeting. 

Boston comes off a seven- 
game escape against Tampa 
Bay in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence final while Vancouver 
needed only five games to 
oust San Jose in the Western 
Conference final. 

Swedish playmaker Hen¬ 
rik Sedin leads all playoff 
scorers while twin brother 
Daniel and Ryan Kesler add 
to the Canucks' quick-adapt¬ 
ing attack. Kesler and Daniel 
Sedin each scored 41 goals in 
the regular season.

FIFA urged to halt vote 
as sponsor concern 


ZURICH 1 (AFP) - FIFA was 
urged to scrap its corruption- 
tainted presidential election 
on Tuesday as key sponsors 
formed a chorus of concern 
over the governing body's tar¬ 
nished image. 

The English and Scottish 
football associations issued 
statements calling on FIFA to 
postpone Wednesday's elec¬ 
tion, saying the ballot was no 
longer viable following the 
wave of bribery allegations 
which have rocked the organ¬ 
isation. 

English FA chairman 
David Bernstein, who had 
earlier vowed to abstain from 


the vote, said a postponement 
would allow for a credible re¬ 
form candidate to run against 
incumbent Sepp Blatter. 

Blatter is set to be re¬ 
elected unopposed for a 
fourth term by FIFA's con¬ 
gress today after the suspen¬ 
sion of his Qatari election 
rival Mohamed bin Hammam 
pending an investigation into 
bribery allegations. 

But Bernstein said the cor¬ 
ruption allegations had 
prompted the FA to request 
for the postponement of the 
vote "to give credibility to 
this process" and allow a "re¬ 
forming candidate" to stand.
